FEEDING UREA 


Urea as a feed material 


has received only token 
use as compared to what 
we will see in the future. 
Why is this statement true? 
It’s largely due to two fac- 
tors, First, adequate re- 
search has been conducted 
so that sound feeding 
recommendations can he 
made, Second, the price 
of this nitrogenous feed- 
stuff has been reduced. 
while oil meal supplements 
have grown scarce and ex- 
pensive. 


Ellis Wise and a few 


other folks are either feed- 
ing some urea or are mak- 
ing plans to. Be sure to 
get full information on the 
use of urea before using 
it for feed. One important 
thing to remember in feed- 
ing urea is that cattle 
should be conditioned to 
urea by feeding small 
amounts and gradually in- 
creasing during a ten-day 
period,
